I have the honour to submit the Annual Report of the Department 
of the Provincial Secretary for the year ending December 3 AS 6e The 
reports of the three Boards and ten Branches of the Department cover the 
period of the calendar year 1969, while the revenue of the Department is 
shown for the fiscal year 1968-69, 


The table reproduced at the end of this part of the report shows 
that the revenues of the Department increased during the ten year period 
from April 1, 1959, to March 31, 1969, from approximately 28% million 
dollars to about 75% million dollars, an increase of over 160%. Most of 
the tax revenues of the Department derive from the fuel oil tax which in 
the 1968-69 fiscal year amounted to over 684 million dollars, or approx= 
imately two and three quarter times the yield in the 1959-60 fiscal year, 
The increase inthe fuel oil tax from the previous fiscal year was approx- 
imately 19 million dollars, most of which may be attributed to the addit- 
ional tax of 3¢ per gallon payable from the Ist of June, 1968, in respect 
of virtually all petroleum products including purple fuels which were pre 
iously tax free. A further change in The Fuel Oil Tax Act, 1968, effec- 
tive the lst of June, 1969, permits farmers to claim refund of the 3¢ tax 
on purple fuel used in farming operations. 


The Board of Censors reviewed 479 feature films during 1969. 
11 were rejected and will not be exhibited in Alberta. This is the 
highest figure for ten years. It is apparent that standards have changed 
in the film industry. In 1969 over 20% (101) of the films presented were 
placed by the Censor Board in the "Restricted Adult" category; over 10% 
(49) in the "Adult - not suitable for children" category; and over 20% 
(104) in the Adult" catepory. 214 or approximately half of the total 
feature films presented for review were accepted for the "Family" category. 


During. 1969, the Registrar of Companies incorporated 3,838 Alberta 
companies and registered 544 extra-provincial companies. Both figures 
showed a marked increase from the previous year (3,373 and 352 respectively) 
and in each case the figure was approximately double the relevant figure 
for the year 1960. At December 31, 1969, there were 32,979 active corpor- 
ate bodies on the register, or more than double the number at December 31, 
1960. (16,345) 


The amount of assistance given to individuals and organizations 
engaged in cultural activities has increased substantially in the ten year 
period ending December 31, 1969. In 1960, grants totalling $125,991 were 
made to groups such as library boards, symphony orchestras, and drama fes= 
tivals, and $8,605.00 was given by way of scholarships to individuals. In 
1969 the grants totalled $406,192.00 and the scholarships $54,500.00. 


During the last ten years, the population of Alberta has increased 
from 1,220,611 in 1960 to 1,561,000 15 [969 (estimate) - In the same 
period, deaths and injuries resulting from fire have shown a decrease. In 


1960, 41 persons lost their lives in fires and the worst year during the 
period was 1966 when 69 persons died. Only 24 died in fires in 1969. The 
worst year for injuries was in 1967 when there were 126. In 1969, the 


number of injured was 70. 


The number of insurers doing business in the Province has declined 
in the last ten years from 337,in 1960 and 345 in 1963 to  313.. in, 4969) 
During the same period, the total premiums paid by Albertans has increased 
from over 119% million dollars in 1960 ($93.22 per capita) to over 214% 
million dollars (or $139.49 per capita) in 1968, the last year for which 
records are complete. During the same ten year period the number of agents 
licensed to trade in real estate has increased from 691 to 753 while the 
number of salesmen almost doubled from 1,316 in 1960 to 2,597 in 1969, 


The number of visitors to the Provincial Museum and Archives of 
Alberta in 1969 was 273,106, and the total for the first two years of oper= 
ation was 581,443. Included in these figures are 27,393 school children 
in 1969 and a total of 53,408 children in the two years (these figures re- 
lating to the organized school program of the Museum). The Provincial 
Museum and Archives is thus assuming its proper role as an important factor 
in the cultural life of the Province. 


Separate reports of the Superintendent of Insurance and of the 
Fire Commissioner are published in each year.

The British Government and official and semi- 
official agencies such as Banks, Chambers of Commerce and the Canadian 
Immigration Service and Information Bureau use Alberta House as a source 
of statistical and other information on the Province. Residents of 
Alberta enlist the assistance of the Agent and his staff in clearing up 
problems relating to vital statistics, the settlement of estates, tracing

The Amusements Branch is responsible for the censorship of motion 
pictures, the inspection and licensing of places of amusement to ensure compli- 
ance with the regulations governing public safety and the collection of the 
pari-mutuel tax at horse race meetings. 


CENSORSHIP 


The Board of Censors must approve and classify every motion picture 
film before it is exhibited to the public in the Province, with the exception 
of non-fiction films owned by schools, universities or departments of govern= 
ment. 


During the calendar year 1969 the Board received 8/78 first print 
standard (35mm and 70mm) subjects and 655 first print narrow gauge (16mm) 
subjects. This includes features, featurettes, shorts, trailers, advertising 
and news.

One of the objectives of education in the Arts is to counteract 
the materialistic and technological forces operatingin theenvironment in 
which modern man is obliged to live and to assist him to maintain his in- 
dividuality and human dignity. Education in the Arts is concerned espe- 
cially with the use the individual makes of his leisure which,it is clear. 
he will have in increasing amounts. The programs offered by the Cultural 
Development Branch are calculated to encourage and assist Albertans of all 
ages to take an interest and participate in the Arts. The Branch offers 
four types of program 


(a) Exposure Programs - To stimulate interest in the arts, 
to offer opportunity for performance and to acquaint 
remote areas with the different forms of art, the 
Branch promotes performing arts tours in music, 
dance, and drama, as well as exhibitions of paint- 
ings and crafts. 


(b) Leadership Training - To raise the standards of perform- 
ance and appreciation of school and commmity leaders, 
by means of workshops heldregionally and provincially. 


(c) -Consultative Service: = To advise Municipal Councils, 
School Boards, Local and Provincial organizations and 
individuals on matters relating to the development of 
the Arts. 


(d) Financial Assistance - To encourage the development of 
Public Libraries and amateur and professional arts 
organizations; to assist worthy students of the Arts 
to continue their training.

ARTS AND CRAFTS DIVISION 


The division has three types of program designed to expose 
to the various aspects of Arts and Crafts: 


Environment '69 


In 1967 and 1968 the Division promoted travelling 
exhibitions of Arts and Crafts which were seen in the smller 
communities throughout th Province, as noted in the report 
for 1968. In 1969, the Division returned to the earlier 
practice of holding an exhibition in a central location 
where exhibits from all over the Province were on display. 
As the name suggests, the theme of the exhibition was in- 
tended to stress the potentialities in our environment. 


Travelling Exhibitions 


Forty exhibitions consisting of over one thousand 
original works were circulated to audiences totalling over 
52,000 at 173 locations. 


Travelling Slide Exhibitions 


The library of slides maintained by the Branch 
contains over 5,000 individual items, most of which depict 
Alberta arts and crafts. Selections were shown to 621 
groups consisting of over 49,000 people. 


Each of the above programs was supplemented by lectures and demonstrations 
given by members of the staff. 


In the Division's training program, one demonstration was 


held at Rimbey with 500 people in attendance. Eight basic courses 
and four advanced courses were given to 120 leaders representing 23 
communities. Three new programs were offered:- 


(1) An experimental course in puppetry was attended 
by 12 people from 5 communities. 


(2) Primitive outdoor crafts with 250 people in 
attendance. 


(3) Recreation Directors Seminar to 53 personnel. 


A highlight of the year was an experimental arts and 


crafts program for children and young people called "An Experi- 
ment in Education Through Art". A trailer was used for storage 
and as a workshop and the classes were conducted in a large tent. 
The project stayed for periods of two weeks each in Olds, Drum- 
heller, Stettler and Red Deer, and accommodated up to 200 chil- 


dren each

Training 


The 10th Annual Drama Summer School at Drumheller provided 
training in all aspects of drama for 160 students from 27 communites 
in the Province. The school operates for four weeks, the first 
two weeks for teenage students in the first and second year 
courses, and the second two weeks for third-year teenage students 
and adults. 


Thirty regional workshops were given in acting, speech, 
drama, stagecraft, musical theatre and directing; 210 persons 
from 59 commnitie attended two provincial workshops in creative 
drama and the workshop in ecumenical church drama. 


Performances and Competition 


The Division sponsors an annual high school playwriting 
competition, for which there were 29 entries in 1969, and an 
adult playwriting competition in two categories, one-act plays 
and three-act plays. 


For the tenth consecutive year, the Province gave financial 
assistance to high school drama festivals. In 1969 there were 
10 zone festivals. The third annual provincial drama final for 
high school festivals was held in Red Deer in May and a provinc- 
ial one-act drama festival was established for the first time. 
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LIBRARIES DIVISION 


The goal of the Libraries Division is a province-wide network 
of libraries offering a high standard of service to Albertans wherever 
they may live. Library grants increased 3.3% over the previous year. 


Two new municipal libraries at Hinton and Fox Creek and three 
community libraries at Caslan, Owl River and Rich Lake were established. 
Perhaps the most significant development was the decision of Mountain 
View County to join the Parkland Regional Library. 15,500 Albertans 
will now enjoy the benefits of the best form of library service avail- 
able to rural areas. ft shuns

The Supervisor visited 54 communities. 
The 10th Library Custodian's Course was completed with 15 
students in attendance at the seminar.

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MUSIC DIVISION 


The Music Division encourages greater participation in 
and appreciation of instrumental and choral music. In co-operatim 
with the Symphony Societies of Edmonton and Calgary, Municipal 
Council and School Boards, tours and lecture demonstrations were 
arranged in 10 rural areas. 


The Summer Music School held at Camrose gave instruction 
to 259 students for four weeks. They were active in 3 bands and 
2 orchestras. 12 students attended the Choir Directors’ sessions 
and 31 students were enrolled in the Youth Chorus. In collabora- 
tion with the Music Department of the University of Calgary, a 
full credit course, Music 280, was offered and was attended by 30 
elementary school teachers. The culmination of the program was 
a tour by the Senior Concert Band, the Alberta Youth Chorus, the 
Symphony Orchestra and the Choir to Edmonton, Calgary, Red Deer, 
Taber, Banff, Lacombe and Lethbridge. The total on tour was 228. 


5/77 loans were made from the instrumental library and 
360 from the choral library. 


3 choral workshops were held in Fort McMurray, Edmontm, 
and Calgary; 3 instrumental workshops in Wetaskiwin, Red Deer and 
Ponoka; 4 musical comedy workshops in Peace River, Red Deer, 
Lethbridge and Medicine Hat; and 2 piano workshops in Red Deer 
and Grande Prairie were held. 


PERFORMING ARTS ON TOUR 


The objective in sponsoring tours of performing arts 
groups is to give Albertans living in smaller communities the 
opportunity to see live performances that would normally be seen 
only in the larger centres. The tour also gives the artist addi- 
tional opportunities to perform. 


The community provides a small guarantee, the theatre, 
and tickets and publicity, and the Government assists financially 


provides the printed program and, on occasion, organizes the tour. 
The Folk Arts Council gave performances in three Peace 


River centres. Marek Jablonski, pianist, gave concert performanes 
in 16 communities.

The Torches Theatre of the University of Alberta played the 
"Thurber Carnival" in 13 communities. The Alberta Ballet Company be- 
came a semi-professional group and toured to 6 communities. The 
Theatre for Children Company from Calgary gave 197 performances in 
schools and communities in all parts of the Province. 


The Edmonton Symphony Orchestra and the Calgary Philharmonic 
Orchestra each performed in 5 centres.

Under The Fire Prevention Act the Fire Commissioner has the respon= 
sibility for the enforcement of all laws of the province and the regulations 
thereunder relating to fire prevention. His office directs and encourages 
fire prevention measures, instructs in fire protection methods, carries out 
investigations of incendiary and suspected incendiary fires, compiles fire 
loss statistics and conducts a public education program of fire prevention and 
fire protection. 


FIRE LOSSES 


On the basis of present reports and estimates for 1969, a slight 
increase in the annual monetary fire loss is indicated. The loss of life as 
reported to this office to date indicates a decrease from 1968 and is the low- 
est figure in 2/7 years. According to present reports and estimates received, 
a comparison for the last three years shows:

FIRE PREVENTION EDUCATION 


By means of lectures, film showings and demonstrations, the Fire 
Commissioner's office fostered fire prevention education at meetings which 
were arranged with local municipal groups. A number of new films were pur- 
chased to carry out these educational programs. The following table shows

The Fire Commissioner and his staff, with the co-operation of local 
fire departments, directed and promoted a vigorous Fire Prevention Week cam= 
paign. There were 46 Fire Prevention Week Reports collected by this office 
and forwarded to competition headquarters at Boston, Massachusetts. 


Publicity bulletins were prepared regularly for the news media in 
co-operation with the Publicity Bureau.

There were 46 charges laid against 37 persons (including 25 juv- 


eniles) for arson and allied offences. Of a total of 66 juveniles invol- 
ved in the setting of incendiary fires, 41 were warned and not brought to 
Court. One Fire Inquiry was held under section 12 of The Fire Prevention 
ACE, 


The Fire Commissioner acted as chairman of a Fire Crimes Commit- 
tee of the ACFM/FC. Reports are exchanged between the provinces and trends 
observed, The decline in the number of incendiary fires in Alberta during 
1969 is in line with the general trend across Canada. Charges were laid 
in 24.4% of the cases of incendiary fires in 1969 as compared with 24% in 
19638;

ALBERTA FIRE TRAINING SCHOOL 


This training program was continued in 1969 with six schools held at 
Vermilion and 139 persons in attendance, To date 197 fire departments have 
been represented at 51 schools with 1,228 persons taking instruction. 


PLAN CHECKING 


A total of 618 plans for hotels, hospitals, schools and other assem- 
bly buildings were checked. Recommendations as to changes to effect fire 
safety were initiated and followed up by correspondence. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Firemanship competitions were held at Alberta Hospital, Edmonton, 
Alix, Bashaw, Beaverlodge, Coleman, Drumheller, High River, Lethbridge, Olds, 
Red Deer, Sherwood Park, and Warner. A Provincial Competition was held in 
1969 involving winners from 6 district competitions. The competition was 
held at Sherwood Park and was won by Lethbridge who were presented with the 
Fire Commissioner's Centennial Shield and a Murray Bedard Memorial Shield. 


Emergency Fire Services training and planning was continued under 
direction of the Fire Commissioner. During the year 15 municipal plans were 
approved and 22 others were prepared for municipal control committee approval. 
Other activities included lectures on emergency fire services, attendance at 
exercises, control of the movement of fire training pumpers and training 
assistance to fire chiefs. 


General support and guidance was given to municipal and county 
councils to organize rural fire protection. An additional 8 fire fighting 


units were purchased and put into service for rural fire protection during the 
year.

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The Fire Commissioner and Deputy Fire Commissioner serve on commit- 
tees on various phases of fire prevention and fire protection as required. 


The Fire Commissioner was host to the Association of Canadian Fire 
Marshals and Fire Commissioners at Banff, Alberta, in June 1969. Six special 
seminars on fire safety in hospitals and nursing homes were held in conjunc- 
tion with the Alberta Hospital Association. Total attendance was approximate- 
ly 275 persons. Additional seminars are being planned for 1970. 


THE LIGHTNING ROD ACT 


There were five companies licensed to sell lightning rod materials 
21969 . Licences were issued to 32 agents. There were 460 inspections of 
lightning rod installations during 1969 and 2 investigations of agents.

The Fuel Oil Tax Act, 1968, introduced a new tax on all fuel oil 


products of 3¢ per gallon. Purple fuel, which previously had been totally 


free from tax, was thus taxed at the rate of 3¢ per gallon, with effect from 


June Ist, 1968, The Act was amended at the 1969 Session of the Legislature 


and provision was made for the tax of 3¢ per gallon to be refunded to farmers 


who paid the tax in respect of purple fuel used in farming operations after 


June Ist, 1969.

The office of the Superintendent of Insurance is charged with the 
responsibility of licensing companies, insurance agents and insurance adjust- 
ers in the Province, taxing insurance companies and generally regulating 
the business of insurance in Alberta as provided by The Alberta Insurance Act 
and The Insurance Corporations Tax Act, The Superintendent of Insurance is 
also the official responsible for the licensing and regulation of real estate 
agents and salesmen under The Real Estate Agents! Licensing Act, 


THES ALBERTA INSURANCE ACT 


The Alberta Insurance Act requires all insurance companies, insur- 
ance agents and insurance adjusters to be licensed, Qualification by exam- 
ination under Alberta Regulation 192/59 is required of all new applicants 
for insurance agents' certificates of authority, except for the classes of 
livestock, hail, life or disability insurance including sickness and accident 
insurance, Of the total number of new applicants in 1969, 16% failed to 
pass the examination or failed to write it. 


Qualification by examination under Alberta Regulation 244/63 is 
required of all new applicants for insurance adjusters! certificates of auth- 
OrLby, Of the total number of new applicants in 1969, 13% failed to pass 
the examination cr failed to write it, 


Operations of the Superintendent's office are planned to work co- 
operatively with the other provinces of Canada to maintain uniformity in the 
enactment and the administration of insurance laws in all of the common law 
provinces of Canada, 


The 52nd Annual Conference of the Provincial Superintendents of 
Insurance was held at St, Andrews~by-the-Sea, New Brunswick, in September, 
1969, and was attended by the Alberta Superintendent of Insurance, 


Insurance premiums for all classes of insurance written in 1968 
were $214,518,674 as compared with $200,000,834 in 1967, an increase of 
7.26%, Total life premiums, excluding fraternal, in 1968 were $91,250,816 
as compared with $84,019,730 in 1967, an increase of 8.50%.

Under the Act insurers licensed in Alberta, other than fraternal 
societies, are assessed a tax of 24 of their gross premiums receivable,  ex- 
cluding marine insurance and annuities and less dividends, return premiums 
and reinsurance ceded to companies licensed in Alberta, For the calendar year 
ending December 31, 1969, the tax collected was $3,909,229.92, an increase of

ADVISORY BOARD ON 


OBJECTIONABLE PUBLICATIONS 


The Advisory Board on Objectionable Publications was established 
in 1954, Its function has been to control, as far as possible, the sale 
of objectionable comics, tabloids and magazines in the Province and to 
foster a public awareness of the danger inherent in permitting young people 
to read unwholesome material. The Board has a working arrangement with 
wholesale distributors of magazines, comic books and tabloids whereby the 
distributors accept recommendations made by the Board and voluntarily 
refrain from distributing titles which the Board has deemed "objectionable". 

In 1969, the Board held five meetings at which 53 publications 
were reviewed. 25, or 46%, of those reviewed were held to be objectionable. 


The list of publications withdrawn from circulation now contains 226 titles.

The Provincial Museum and Archives of Alberta was established for 
the purpose of collecting and preserving artifacts, documents and specimens 
relating to Alberta's human and natural history, to mark historic sites, and 
to increase knowledge of our heritage through exhibition, educational and 
informational programmes, reference services and research. 


In its second year of operation 1969, the institution's popularity 
was evident from the 273,106 visitors, with 5,872 being the largest atten- 
dance of a single day and 41,346 being the largest attendance of a single 
month. The outstanding public response was further evident in comments and 
letters received. Special recognition is made of the valuable contributions 
by the 287 donors of all types of material to the collections. 


ADMINISTRATION DIVISION 


This Divisionis responsible for the general administration of the 
institution including personnel, security, public works liaison and bookshop 
operation. The bookshop is becoming widely recognized for its specialization 
in natural and human history subjects. in L909 it stocked «236 tatlas,, and 
sold 2,330 books, 6,317 museum publications, and 211 museum prints. Total 
revenue was $15,604.25 from sales of books, cards, slides, native erat tS, 
prints and photocopies from the archives collections. 


NATURAL HISTORY CURATORIAL DIVISION 


This Division undertakes field collecting, care of the collections, 
preparing specimens, research, compiling storylines for exhibits and publi- 
cations. During the year, field work was undertaken in many parts of the 
province, 


Field work and donations of specimens increased the collections by 
109 specimens in geology, 279 specimens in paleontology, 38 specimens in 
botany, and 4/79 specimens in zoology. A number of rare specimens was 
recorded. 


Exhibit activities included planning new geology, mammals and 
botany galleries. Many large and small specimens were prepared for exhibit 
and our first reasonably complete dinosaur skeleton, Lambeosaurus, was placed 
on display. The first full size habitat group, depicting Pronghorns on the 
Pinhorn Grazing Range, was opened, and work advanced on several others for 


completion in 1970. Manuscripts were prepared for publication.

HUMAN HISTORY CURATORIAL DIVISION 


This Division assembles collections, records information on the 
accessions, undertakes restoration, compiles the story content for exhibi- 
tions, conducts research and prepares publications. 


In archaeology about 5,000 artifacts were recorded, largely as a 
result of field work. In ethnology 646 artifacts were received, mostly 
from Alberta Indians, although one valuable early collection was repatriated 
from outside the province. In history 1,370 artifacts were added, includ- 
ing some early oil drilling equipment. 


Exhibit planning included anew Domestic Artifacts gallery, and an 


Early Leisure gallery. Numerous items were authentically restored for 
exhibition. A major archaeological report on the Fort George historic site 
was written for publication. Data and ceremonies of Alberta Indians were 


recorded on 148 reels of tape, as well as on film. 


In the Historic Sites section, emphasis for the year was on eval- 
uation of the programme, long range planning for development, and an inven- 
tory of sites. The Historic Sites Advisory Committee completed its first 
decade of service in advising on the marking of sites. Relevant statistics 
on marking and maintenance are as follows:

PROVINCIAL ARCHIVES DIVISION 


The Provincial Archives collects, preserves, exhibits and provides 
information and reference services, through documentary materials on Alberta 
history. 


During the year 1,200 lineal feet of material were received in 361 
accessions, 121 of which were from government departments and agencies. 
142 microfilms and 20 audio tapes were added to the collections, plus a wide 
variety of other materials including maps, private and business papers and 
photographs etc.

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The Public Documents Committee met twice during the year, and 3/7 
recommendations for disposition of records of departments were made, includ- 
ing 24 recommendations for transfer to the Archives. The Committee com- 
prises the Provincial Archivist, Deputy Attorney General, Deputy Provincial 
Auditor, and Legislative Librarian.

A major advance was in printing and cataloguing the extensive and 
valuable Ernest Brown and Harry Pollard photo collections. Use of the 
public reference room increased with 730 users signing the Register and 68 
applications for use of research facilities. A total of 8/7 inventories was 
completed. A new exhibit gallery was planned and opened. 


EXHIBIT PRODUCTION DIVISION 


The design, art work, fabrication and installation of exhibits is 
under the supervision of this Division. 


On the ground floor, the Orientation Gallery sculptural work on 
the Pronghorns and the first three groups for the centre frieze were all 
completed ready for casting in bronze. The Indian Galleries were improved 
with new exhibits on artifacts of prominent Alberta Indians. The Archives 
Gallery saw a major new exhibition on the Development of Alberta from 1900-25. 
A new Gallery of Canadian History was completed. 


On the second floor the Natural History Galleries were extensive- 
ly re-arranged to make provision for a spectacular new Geology Gallery, to 
be installed early in 1970, anew section of the Dinosaur Gallery was opened, 
and the exhibition of Carl Rungius wildlife paintings on display for the 
past two years was returned to the Glenbow-Alberta Institute. The Histor- 
ical Galleries saw new galleries on Domestic Artifacts, Toys and Games, 
additional antique vehicles, and early oil drilling equipment was installed. 
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The basic concept of freshness affected all areas as special feat- 
ure cases were frequently changed in all areas. One exhibition of Canadian 
military equipment was installed, local ethnic collections were exhibited, 
a timely exhibition entitled "Historical Perspective on Pollution" was shown 
and many exhibits were improved. Circulating exhibitions were a great 
attraction including 4 from the Glenbow-Alberta Institute, Calgary, and 3 
from the Smithsonian Institution, Washington, D.C. 


EXTENSION DIVISION 


This Division provides a wide variety of educational and infor- 
mational services to the public, and develops public awareness and partici- 
pation. 


Guided gallery programmes oriented to the curriculum were organized 
for 27,393 school children in 498 groups =-an increase of 1,738 school child- 
ren above 1968. These programmes included various combinations of gallery 
tours, lectures, films, slides and tactile aids. Tours were also given to 
10,496 people in 255 adult and junior groups. 


Informational services expanded through publication of 64 Infor- 
mation Bulletins, radio and television coverage. Manuscripts were prepared 
ready for publication on a number of subjects of popular interest. A pub-= 
lication entitled "An Artist's Viewof Nature - Carl Rungius', was printed for 
sale, and wide publicity by leaflets was commenced. Four special opening 
ceremonies were arranged including two evening openings attended by about 320 
guests on each occasion. Other popular features included six "Theme Days", 
the opening of the natural history working areas to the public on two occas- 
ions, and demonstrations of beadwork. 


The auditorium was in frequent use with 10,365 visitors in153 film 
showings, not including school groups. Three societies related to the museum 
field now meet regularly in the museum lecture room. 


All Divisions assisted in educational and information services. 
Advisory services were provided to several community museums, and $1,650.00 
was given in grants for local history publications. The Director, as Awards 
Chairman for Western Canada, distributed 2 awards for noteworthy historical 
work in Alberta, through the awards programme of the American Association for 
State and Local History.

GOVERNMENT ENTERTAINMENT 


The Government provides hospitality to national and international 
conventions and meetings held in the Province. During 1969 the Branch 
arranged dinners and iuncheons ror ii6 such events, compared with i38 in 
tay and 2o2 iY 1906. 


Arrangements were also made for luncheons and dinners for Govern-= 
ment sponsored meetings and visitors in the Province. These included 
visits by H.R.H. The Duke of Edinburgh. the Ambassadors of France, Finland, 
Federal Republic of Germany, Netherlands, Sweden and South Africa. and the 
High Commissioners of Britain and Jamaica. Major events at which banquets 
were arranged included the official opening of the Alberta Resources Railway 
ana the Government Awards Banquet. 


GOVERNMENT INFORMATION TELEPHONE SERVICE 


Because of increased use of the service, it was necessary to add 
two more telephone circuits during 1969. The information counter in the 
foyer of the Legislative Building now receives an average of 200 calls each 
Gay and, in addition, many enquiries are made in person. A similar tele- 
phone information service has been introduced in Calgary in the new Govern- 
ment office building, the John J. Bowlen Building. The Calgary service 
takes an average of 100 calls each day. 


LEGISLATIVE BUILDING TOURS 


This service is wel! received by Albertans and visitors to the 
Province. Special tours were arranged for 350 school and youth groups. 
The total number of recorded visitors to the building amounted to 47,651 in 
1969 as compared with 56,808 in 1967 and 57,968 in 1968. The decrease in 
the reported figure was due to a change in the method of recording visitors 
and does not indicate any change in the popularity of the building as a 
placetior touris tsetorvisie. 


OTHER SERVICES 


Descriptive and informative literature concerning Government ser- 
vices and the Province are distributed by mail, handed out at the information 
counter in the Legislative Building, and given to out-of-Province visitors 
at conventions and meetings. The Branch answered many queries relating to 
the Flag of Alberta and the Coat-of-Arms and requests for assistance in 
matters of protocol. 


PERSONNEL 


Mr. Ronald D. McLean retired on July 15th, 1969, after serving as 
Public Relations Director since December 1947. Mr. John C. Whalley was 
appointed Director of Public Relations on July 16th, 1969.

The Board was appointed by Order in Council No. 254/46 and is 
regulated by The Geographical Names Act. The reports for the years 1946 to 
1958 (inclusive) appeared in the Second to Fourteenth Annual Reports of the 
Department of Economic Affairs. Since 1959, the report has appeared as an 
appendix to the Annual Report of the Provincial Secretary. 


Duties of the Board. The duties of the Geographic Board of Alberta include 
the collecting, recording and collating of information concerning names of 
geographical features of Alberta. This work is carried out in consultation 
with federal, provincial and municipal government departments as well as 
railway companies, other corporate bodies and individuals concerned with the 
selection of place names. In this work the Alberta Board collaborates with 
the Canadian Permanent Committee on Geographical Names concerning the choice 
of new geographical names, the elimination of undesirable, duplicate and 
alternate names and the verification of correct spelling and application of 
all named features. 


Activities of the Geographic Board. The main tasks of the Board during the 
year 1969 have been the verification of many of the existing names in the 
Province of Alberta; chiefly we have had to see that existing names have 
been properly spelled, the feature is located in the correct place and that 
it is not duplicated by another feature nearby. It has been noted that 
there are many old post offices which have been closed fora number of years, 
the names of which have finally been rescinded. However these names cannot 
entirely disappear from local usage; these places are noted as "locality" 
for gazetteer purposes but will not appear on the map. The names are there- 
fore retained for historical purposes or until such time as the local usage 
of the name is no longer current. 


One/ 
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One of the principal tasks of the Board this year was the endors- 
ing of the names for the stations on the new Alberta Resources Railway which 
runs from Solomon on the Canadian National line just east of Jasper to 
Grande Prairie. A number of these stations and siding names were taken 
from local features, but as some of the existing names had been "overused" 
the names were taken from World War II casualties from the area. The names 
were approved and endorsed just in time for the opening of the railway. 


The annual meeting of the Canadian Permanent Committee on Geographical Names. 
This meeting was held in Toronto in Saptember, 1969, and the Secretary 


attended as the Alberta member, Among the highlights of this meeting was 
the adoption of the proposed revision of tlhe principles and procedures or 
rules for naming features. A major change in this booklet has been an 


attempt to present procedures concerning submissions of names ina more 
informative manner to help those wishing to submit names for approval. 


Membership of the Board. With the resignation of Mr. J. H. Holloway as 
Chairman of the Board in 1968, and the death of Mr. Duncan R. Innes in 1969, 
two vacancies were left on the Board. One of these has been filled by the 
appointment of Mr. J. G. MacGregor, Chairman of the Alberta Power Commission, 
as a member of the Board. Although there is still one vacancy left, it 
has been decided that when the Board holds its next meeting suggestions 
will be put forward for tne retiaining member. 


We would like to thank the Mapping Office of the Surveys Branch 
of the Department of Highways for its assistance in checking maps and com- 
piling name lists for approval and endorsation by Ottawa, The work of this 
Branch over the years has been a major factor in the raming of features 
within the Province of Alberta. 
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
